“ There is an immutable pat­ 
tern to these deaths,” writes 
the phy sician, who is an in­ 
structo r in pediatrics at New 
Yo rk Ho spital-Co meli Medical 
Center, and is in priv ate prac­ 
tice in Nanuet, N.Y. “ TTie baby , 
apparently healthy and no rmal, 
is put ro utinely to bed and dro ps 
into an untro ubled sleep. So me­ 
time during the night, the infant 
dies. There is no reco rd o f a 
baby cry ing o ut in pain— no th­ 
ing but sudden, swift death.”

bies are frequently left with 
so ul-searing feelings o f guilt 
and anx iety . Yet such feel­ 
ings are unwarranted, Dr. 
Medici insists. Studies hav e 
sho wn that SIDS is neither 
co ntagio us no r hereditary , 
that the cause is no t suffo ca­ 
tio n fro m clo thing o r blan­ 
kets, and that it is no t trace­ 
able to such mo dern inv iro n- 
ment agents as birth-co ntro l 
pills o r fluo ride in drinking 
water. 
“ In sho rt, we no w kno w many 
things that SIDS is no t, but we 
still do n’t kno w ex actly what it 
is,” Dr. Medici writes. 
But a clue as to what it 
might be co mes fro m testi­ 
mo ny giv en befo re a Senate 
subco mmittee in J anuary 
1972 by Dr. Abraham Berg­ 
man, president o f the Natio n­ 
al Fo undatio n fo r Sudden In­ 
fant Death, o ne o f three ma­ 
jo r v o lunteer health o rgani­ 
zatio ns in the United States 
dedicated to the eradicatio n 
o f SIDS. 
Dr. Bergman and two co l­ 
leagues hav e studied ev ery 
SIDS case— abo ut 500 in all- 
o ccurring in the Seattle, Wash., 
area since J anuary 19 6 5. Auto p­ 
sies rev ealed that the co mmo n- 
co ld v irus was present in twice 
as many SIDS babies as in the 
o ther o nes. And many mo thers 
repo rted that their babies had a 
slight co ld when they were put 
to bed o n the fatal nights. 
“ It may well be that the 
co mmo n-co ld v irus acts in a 
strange way o n the nerv o us 
sy stem o f the sleeping baby ,” 
Dr. Bergman testified. “ We 
feel that the v iral infectio n 
so meho w causes the v o cal 
co rds to be mo re sensitiv e 
and susceptible to spasm, and 
that SIDS o ccurs when the 
v o cal co rds suddenly clo se 
during sleep, shutting o ff the 
airway .” 
Altho ugh the Bergman theo ry 
may o r may no t be co nfirmed 
by further research, it pro v ides 
what Dr. Medici calls “ a wel­ 
co me nav igatio nal light in the 
swirling fo g o f igno rance and 
fear.”

Jury selection in 
Long trial starts

J ury selectio n began to day in the murder trial o f Ed 
Lo ng, 32, with o nly fo ur fem ale juro rs selected in the 
mo rning sessio n befo re Circuit J udge Tho mas E. Ho rn­ 
sby . 
Twelv e juro rs and two alternates are slated to be 
cho sen fo r the trial, which is ex pected to last all this week, 
acco rding to J udge Ho rnsby . 
Lo ng, o f 9 24 Institute Bo ulev ard, was indicted March 
23 o n fo ur co unts o f murder and two co unts o f v o luntary 
manslaughter in co nnectio n with the sho o ting death o f 
J ack Starkey , 37 , o n March 16 . The incident o ccurred in an 
alley behind Do c’s Lo unge, 8 1 S. Galena Av e. 
Lo ng is also charged with the attempted murder o f 
J ack Fischer, 37 ,513 J ackso n Av e., in the sam e incident. 
In this mo rning’s sessio n in Lee Co unty Co urt, which 
began at 9 :30 a.m ., State’s Atto rney Patrick Ward and de­ 
fense atto rney Willard Nelso n, Mo rriso n, carefully ques­ 


tio ned sev en pro spectiv e juro rs befo re the fo ur were cho s­ 
en. 
Nelso n, in questio ning the juro rs, indicated that his 
case wo uld be based o n two defenses: That Lo ng acted in 
self-defense, and that Lo ng “ had no intentio n o f co m m it­ 
ting m urder.” 


At o ne tim e during the sessio n. Ward, Nelso n, Lo ng 
and the assistant atto rney s co nferred fo r 20 minutes o ut­ 
side the co urtro o m with J udge Ho rnsby befo re resuming 
questio ning. 


The co urt adjo urned fo r lunch at 11:20 a m . 
Security m easure fo r the trail were mo re stringent 
than is usual. On o rder o f J udge Ho rnsby , an armed depu­ 
ty fro m the Lee Co unty Sheriff’s Department and a fem ale 
co unterpart searched all who entered the co urtro o m, ex ­ 
cept fo r the press, who were admitted thro ugh special 
cars issued by Sheriff Ray mo nd Nehring fo r the trial.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nix o n and So v iet leader 
Leo nid I. Brezhnev began his­ 
to ric summit talks to day with 
jo int pledges to wo rk fo r lasting 
wo rld peace. 


As Nix o n welco med Brezhnev 
at co lo rful ceremo nies o n the 
White Ho use so uth lawn, he 
said “ all the wo rld is watch­ 
ing” their week o f summitry 
because “ the peo ple o f the 
wo rld kno w that if leaders o f 
the two mo st po werful natio ns 
... can wo rk to gether ... the 
chance fo r a wo rld o f peace is 
infinitely increased.” 


In remarks ex change befo re 
Nix o n ushered Brezhnev into 
his Ov al Office to start their 
seco nd summit in 13 mo nths, 
the President said the “ ho pes

of the wo rld rest with us.” 
“ I am co nfident,” he added, 
that “ we shall no t disappo int 
tho se ho pes.”

Brezhnev said he was ready 
to wo rk hard to “ justify the 
ho pes o f o ur peo ple and serv e 
the interest o f a peaceful future 
fo r all mankind.”

relatio ns between o ur two co un­ 
tries,” Brezhnev said.

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GOP majority phfft

WASHINGTON (KFS)~ One im­ 
mediate p olitical casu alty of the Wa­ 
tergate crimes is President Richard 
Nix on’s dream of a new Rep u blican 
majority . 
The President’s massiv e re-elec­ 
tion v ictory sev en months ago weld­ 
ed for the first time in 20 y ears large 
nu mbers of indep endents and Demo­ 
crats to the traditional Rep u blican 
base of p artisan regu lars, p rosp er­ 
ou s su bu rban and agricu ltu ral area 
residents, conserv ativ e Democrats 
from the Sou th and West, and labor 
u nion families. 
President Nix on’s long-range p o­ 
litical strategy was to translate this 
p ersonal v ictory into a p ermanent 
majority for his p arty , which wou ld 
p rodu ce GOP Congressional v ictor­ 
ies in 1974 and a GOP Presidential 
su ccessor in 1976. 
Bu t the Watergate scandal, and 
its damage to the President’s credi­ 
bility , hav e shattered that strategy . 
Polls now indicate that p u blic disap ­ 
p rov al of him is strongest among 
those grou p s he had been cou nting 
u p on for his new GOP majority . He 
has, in effect, lost the p ersonal coat­ 
tails on which he had ex p ected to re­ 
bu ild his p arty . 
Nix on’s fall from grace with his 
new su p p orters ov er Watergate is 
comp ou nded by the fact that many 
of the issu es that attracted them to 
him last fall are no longer op erativ e. 
The p ressu re is off the bu sing 
q u estion becau se the Su p reme Cou rt 
has u p held a lower cou rt rev ersal of 
the controv ersial Richmond school 
decision ordering bu sing between in­ 
ner city and su bu rban classrooms 
within the entire metrop olitan area. 
There is a cease-fire in Vietnam, 
albeit an imp erfect * one, and the 
p risoners of war are safely home. 
Sen. George McGov ern and his wild 
economic theories are gone from the 
national scene; instead, economic 
ineq u ities and instabilities are being 


blamed u p on Nix on. The camp u ses 
are relativ ely q u iet. And in v iew of 
the indictment of its former Attor­ 
ney General, the Nix on Administra­ 
tion is no longer in a p osition to beat 
the dru ms for law and order. 
So there are fewer comp elling 
reasons for Democrats and inde­ 
p endents to stay in Nix on’s camp , 
while there is a new reason to desert. 
The recent Gallu p Poll showed that 
p u blic ap p rov al of the President’s 
p erformance in office had slid to 45 
p er cent, its low p oint to date. The 
su rv ey was taken after the Presi­ 
dent’s telev ised sp eech ap p ealing 
for p u blic su p p ort. 
His p op u larity was lowest among 
manu al laborers (41 p er cent); 
y ou nger p eop le (41 p er cent); those 
with less formal edu cation (39 p er 
cent) and p ersons at the low end of 
the income scale (38 p er cent). 
These grou p s tend traditionally to be 
Democratic and indep endent bu t su p 
Nix on heav ily in 1972. 
A similar su rv ey taken recently 
by Lou Harris showed that 50 p er 
cent of the p u blic believ ed the Presi­ 
dent lied when he said he didn’t 
know u ntil March of any effort by his 
own staff to cov er u p White Hou se 
inv olv ement in the Watergate affair. 
In the p oll breakdown, three 
grou p s on whom Nix on had cou nted 
registered more su sp icions of him 
than most of the other grou p s. Fifty - 
fou r p er cent of u nion members, 5 6 
p er cent of Catholics, and 51 p er cent 
of indep endents said they did not be­ 
liev e him. 
In addition, when v oters were 
asked which p arty they wou ld su p ­ 
p ort for Congress, Democrats led by 
56 to 28 p er cent among u nion mem­ 
bers and 56 to 25 p er cent among 
Catholics. 
Thanks to Watergae, the liberal 
Democratic establishment that blos­ 
somed in the six ties and which the 
President had p lanned to demolish 
has been handed a rep riev e.

Farewell to Watergate and to hypocrisy;

A working jou rnalist, if he wants 
to adv ance in the p rofession, shou ld 
nev er remember what hap p ened in 
the p ast. He shou ld only focu s on the 
ev ensts of the day . If he cites some 
significant p arallels which embar­ 
rass the Press Establishment, then 
off with his head! It is therefore bad 
taste to recall that when committees 
of the Hou se and Senate were inv es­ 
tigating the infiltration of Commu ­ 
nists in the federal gov ernment, 
there were screams from the media 
that this was the bu siness of the 
cou rts, the FBI, any body else. The 
Congress was not su p p osed to edu ­ 
cate the p eop le. 
Now that Watergate is the su b­ 
ject, it is no longer argu ed that Con­ 
gress inv estigate only when there is 
a “Legislativ e p u rp ose.” The p u blic 
mu st be “edu cated” ev ery hou r on 
the hou r on the iniq u ities of the Nix ­ 
on administration. And if Sen. Sam 
Erv in’s committee does not tar and 
feather with su fficient celerity , then 
the media organize their own p osses 
and ly nching bees.

The 
Watergate “inv estigation” is slowly 
destroy ing the cou nty , both at home

Connally nixed, 
governors' view

Early signals hav e their1 dangers, 
bu t there are strong indications 
from at least a third of the Rep u bli­ 
can gov ernors at this national gov ­ 
ernors’ conference that p residential 
adv iser John B. Connally may be on 
a seriou s downslide as a 1976 GOP 
p residential p rosp ect. 
Some of the Rep u blican v eterans 
here shake their heads and say flatly 
that it’s thu mbs down on Connally 
right now and q u estion that his ou t­ 
look can imp rov e. 
A check of GOP gov ernors in sev ­ 
eral states, inclu ding major ones, 
p u ts the finger on two p roblems that 
are believ ed to p ose fresh difficu lties 
for the former Treasu ry secretary 
and Tex as gov ernor, recently con­ 
v erted to the GOP side. 
One is his new link to President 
Nix on as a p ersonal consu ltant, en­ 
sconced in a small office in the Ex ­ 
ecu tiv e Office Bu ilding, where the 
President himself sp ends far more 
time than in his formal White Hou se 
office. 
The ju dgment of gov ernors q u es­ 
tioned is that any close tie to the Nix ­ 
on administration in this time of 
endlessly u nfolding Watergate dis­ 
closu res sp ells au tomatic trou ble. 
To the ex tent, if any , that the 
President himself is hereafter 
shown to hav e had early knowledge 
of Watergate and to hav e taken p art 
in the celebrated cov er-u p by White 
Hou se officials, Connally ’s handicap 
is enlarged. 
All of the earlier Nix on u tteranc­ 
es commenting fav orably u p on the 
forcefu l, attractiv e Tex an are now 
seen as crip p ling rather than help ­ 
fu l. 
The second damaging factor is 


that, as the Watergate affair widens, 
Connally ’s sharp ened image as a 
wheeler-dealer lawy er-bu sinessman 
is felt by imp ortant, seasoned GOP 
gov ernors to make him highly v u l­ 
nerable to assau lt on this sp ecial 
score. Already hu rtfu l colu mns hav e 
been written p ortray ing him as u s­ 
ing his statu s with the President for 
p ersonal adv antage. 
The gov ernors I talked to most 
often emp loy ed words like “harm­ 
fu l” to characterize this asp ect of 
Connally ’s backgrou nd. One western 
gov ernor, at the mere mention of 
Connally ’s name, shook his head 
negativ ely before a q u estion cou ld 
be framed. An aide to an eastern 
gov ernor finds Mr. Nix on’s new reli­ 
ance u p on the Tex an incredible 
against the Watergate backdrop . 
As I rep orted many day s ago, 
Connally did not ex p ect his new ad­ 
v iser role to be p u blic and formal, 
nor to hav e to sev er his p riv ate legal 
and bu siness associations. The ev i­ 
dence is conv incing that the Presi­ 
dent, in his need to p rov ide a “fresh 
front” for a tarnished administra­ 
tion, in effect threw Connally to the 
wolv es to gain what he hop ed wou ld 
be immediate adv antage in the com­ 
bat ov er Watergate. In so doing, ob­ 
v iou sly , Mr. Nix on may hav e sacri­ 
ficed his earlier goal of p u shing Con­ 
nally as his most fav ored choice for 
1976. 
Ev en withou t these latest dev el­ 
op ments, Connally was u nder great 
stress to find way s to establish him­ 
self as a top contender for the nomi­ 
nation. His p osition as a GOP new­ 
comer, a man withou t a real base 
among established Rep u blicans, 
was widely v iewed as a heav y draw­ 
back.

Nixon is advised 
to recall Hickel

WASHINGTON (KFS)— Former 
Secretary of the Interior Walter 
Hickel’s book ex p laining how he was 
p u blicly fired by President Richard 
Nix on has been reissu ed in a sp ecial 
p ap erback “Watergate Edition.” 
The recy cling of “Who Owns 
America,” which was not ex actly a 
ru naway best seller the first time 
arou nd, is q u ite ap p rop riate. In the 
v olu me, Hickel calls for less secrecy 
and more honesty in the Administra­ 
tion, denou nces u nnamed high offi­ 
cials for sp ending more time consol­ 
idating their p ower than solv ing 
p roblems, and p rescribes less p arti­ 
san p olitics as a remedy for p u blic 
disenchantment. 
The book was written two y ears 
ago after Hickel fou nd himself su d­ 
denly u nemp loy ed, bu t it looks p ro­ 
p hetic now in light of the scandal en­ 
gu lfing the White Hou se. 
Sev eral Rep u blican officials hav e 
p riv ately u rged the President to 
bring back Hickel du ring the cu rrent 
crisis. They think the ou tsp oken in­ 
dep endence that got him fired is now 
ju st the q u ality badly needed inside 
the White Hou se. 
Hickel, in fact, told friends he 
might be willing to take a new Presi­ 
dential ap p ointment if asked, bu t 
Nix on has not seemed interested and 
no gestu re of forgiv eness has come 
Hickel’s way . 
Hickel may hav e his say again in 
Washington any way . A former Ala­ 
ska gov ernor, he is consieering 
seeking nex t y ear the state’s Senate 
seat now held by Democrat Mike 
Grav el. 
In retrosp ect, Hickel’s u nhap p y 
fate as a Cabinet officer was sy mp ­ 
tomatic of the abu ses inherent in the 
highp handed way in which the Pres­ 
ident’s p alace gu ard op erated. The 
ex cu se for his firing was a highly 
p u blicized letter which he wrote to 
Nix on criticizing White Hou se indif­ 
ference to the p roblems of y ou th. 
Bu t he really got in trou ble be­ 
cau se he cou ldn’t get along with H. 


R. (Bob) Haldeman and John Ehr­ 
lichman. Hickel resented the fact 
that he cou ld not deal directly with 
the President bu t had to work 
throu gh his staffers, and said so. 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman resented 
the fact that he resented it. 
One anecdote in the book is ty p i­ 
cal of the way Haldeman fu nctioned, 
and his cagey techniq u e will be rec­ 
ognized by those who hav e followed 
the Watergate testimony closely . Af­ 
ter the leter was p u blished, Halde­ 
man called Hickel to su ggest that he 
not come to nex t Su nday ’s chu rch 
serv ice in the White Hou se, to which 
all Cabinet officers had been inv ited. 
“This can’t be tru e,” p rotested a 
startled Hickel. “Is this the Presi­ 
dent’s wish?” 
“The President was in the room 
when the decision was made,” Hair 
deman rep lied. 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman were 
su p p orted in their distaste for Hick- 
el’s sty le by foreign affairs adv iser 
Henry Kissinger. Hickel once p ro­ 
p osed at a Cabinet session that the 
United States grant fu ll indep end­ 
ence to the Micronesian Islands, ter­ 
ritories in the Pacific administered 
by the Dep artment of Interior. 
Kissinger ex p loded. Witnesses 
recall that he told Hickel blu ntly that 
he was “a fool.” Kissinger said the 
islands were necessary for national 
secu rity , as a fall-back sp ot for 
American military bases then locat­ 
ed on Okinawa. (Indeed, the U.S. 
Military is leav ing Okinawa and now 
resettling on Gu am.) 
After Hickel was fired, Sen. Ted 
Stev ens, R., Alaska, p rop osed to the 
White Hou se that Hickel be u tilized 
as a trav eling goodwill ambassador, 
p erhap s ev en making ov ertu res to 
China. Bu t Kissinger had his own se­ 
cret feelers ou t in the direction of 
China at that time, and didn’t want- 
Hickel meddling. So that was the end 
of Hickel’s career in the Nix on ad­ 
ministration.

for we may now secrete only 50 
units of insulin whereas in 
youth we might produce 100 
units. 
Prio r to 1922, when Drs. 
Banting and Best discovered 
insulin, the diabetics had to rely 
on rigid dieting to stay alive. 
And if they were severe di­ 
abetics, they seldom survived 
very long. 
D r. Andrew C. Iv y ’s theory of

The Doc tor Sa y s :

Dear Dr. Lamb—We would 
appreciate your evaluation of 
the enclosed advertisement of 
Dr. Atkins’ diet. He claims that 
many fried foods, whipped 
cream and other things can be 
used in his plan, contrary to all 
advice all other doctors give to 
heart patients. Two in our 
fam ily have had heart attacks. 
Our weights are in the safe 
range, but we would like to 
have a medical opinion of Dr. 
Atkins’ ideis. 


Dear Redder—1The Council on 
Food and Nutrition of the 
American ^/ledical Assn. has 
labeled Dtf. Atkins’ diet as 
unscientific and unsafe for the 
public. 
While I was involved in a 
public TV interview, one of Dr. 
Atkins’ associates said in my 
presence that Dr. Atkins and 
his group were not responsible 
for some of the statements in 
the advertisement which has 


appeared in so many national 
newspapers advertising his 
book. 
The basic diet principle is not 
new, it’s a variation of the 
constantly 
recycling 
low 
carbohydrate diets. I believe 
the Atkins version is a bit more 
dangerous to people’s health 
because of the complete lack of 
carbohydrates 
recommended 
during the first week of the diet. 
This can cause loss of excess 
amounts of salt and fluit 
leading to faintness and fa- 
tique. Chem ical im balance, 
which can occur with such a 
severe restriction of carbo­ 
hydrates, can be particularly 
bad for some individuals. 
I have read Dr. Atkins’ book 
in its entirety and find a 
number of factual errors. For 
example, the implication that 
primitive man did not east 
carbohydrates but was a hunter 
is 
not 
based 
strictly 
on 
historical facts. Prim itive man 
actually used honey, when he 


could find it, 
as well 
as 
numerous 
sources 
of 
vegetables and cereals. The fat 
mobilizing hormone which is 
referred to in his book and in his 
advertisement has not even 
been identified in man. This 
point was made by the AMA 
Food and Nutrition Council. 


Unless I ’m convinced I’m 
going to get into trouble with it, 
I usually take a good look at 
these 
kinds 
of 
recom­ 
mendations and even try them 
on myself, which I did with the 
Atkins diet. Within three days I 
was ill. I had a gross loss of 
energy, felt faint and weak, and 
had a severe headache. During 
the two-and-a-half-day period 
that followed the diet I ate eggs 
and meat as he recommended, 
but no carbohydrates. Because 
of the chemical imbalance I 
developed ketonuria, which he 
expects to develop, which is 
sim ilar to what a diabetic 
develops in the process of going 


into diabetic coma. As soon as ) 
stopped the diet, because of 
how bad I felt from it, and 
started using carbohydrates 
again, I quickly regained my 
energy and recovered from the 
ketosis. 


It would take a small book for 
me to detail all of the things 
which I think are wrong with 
this kind of diet, including the 
point that you raised in your 
letter that the prolonged use of 
foods high in fat and cholesterol 
can be dangerous for the heart 
and circulatory system. H ie 
diet is deficient in calcium 
which, on a long term basis, 
could lead to degeneration of 
the spine and other medical 
problems. In summary, let me 
say that I agree with the 
recommendations made by the 
AMA council, and believe that 
the diet is potentially hazardous 
for general use by the public, 
and 1 do not recommend it.

AP news analy s is 
TîeUik

WASHINGTON (AP) - John 
*W. Dean III was, by many ac­ 
counts, the Johnny-on-the-spot 
of the Watergate conspiracy. 
When the intelligence-gather­ 
ing activities now labeled Wa­ 
tergate were planned, when the 
subsequent 
coverup 
of 
the 
break-in was attempted, the 
White 
House 
counsel 
was 
there—the man at the center, 
according to federal prose­ 
cutors. 
This week, Dean becomes 
Johnny-in-the-spotlight as he 
tells his story of the conspiracy 
and scandal to the Senate Wa­ 
tergate committee. 
Leaked accounts of that sto­ 
ry, told so far behind closed 
doors, indicate that 34-year-old 
Dean is the most likely witness 
to attempt to implicate Presi­ 
dent Nixon in the coverup. 
But Dean’s public version 
must wait until Tuesday, when 
the Senate hearings resume. So 
far, his Watergate role has 
been described by others. 
,Jeb Stuart Magruder, once 
deputy director of the Presi­ 
dent’s re-election committee, 
testified last week that, when 
the committee was looking for 
a general counsel in late 197 1, 
Dean “brought G. Gordon Lid- 
dy to my office.” 
, Magruder said he and Dean 
Mud then-Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell 
had 
discussed 
in­ 
telligence gathering previously 
and Liddy was to work in that 
field as well. 
On Jan. 27 , 1972, Magruder 
testified, he, Mitchell, Dean 
and Liddy met in Mitchell’s 
Justice Department office and 
Liddy described a bizarre mil­ 
lion-dollar plan to tap tele­ 
phones, kidnap radicals and se­ 
duce Democratic officials. 
A week later, Liddy was 
ready with a toned-down pro­ 
posal based primarily on wire­ 
tapping and photography, so, 
Magruder said, he called Dean 
who set up another meeting in 
Mitchell’s office. 
H.R. 
Haldeman, 
former 
White House chief of staff, said 
Dean told him about the in­ 
telligence-planning meetings. 
In a sworn deposition, Halde­ 
man said that, after the second 
meeting, Dean told him Liddy 
had described an “incredible” 
proposal and “that he intended 
not to involve himself in any 


further meetings ... regarding 
intelligence planning with Mr. 
Liddy.” 
Magruder 
descrioed 
one 
more meeting at which specific 
actions were approved, and 
said Dean was absent. 
But, two days after the June 
17 ,197 2, break-in at Democratic 
national headquarters in the 
Watergate complex, Dean at­ 
tended a meeting at Mitchell’s 
apartment concerning “what 
were we going to do about the 
problem,” Magruder said. 
One aspect was explaining 
$230,000 which Liddy had re­ 
ceived to pay for his in­ 
telligence-gathering activities, 
Magruder said. 
The solution, Magruder said, 
ws to lie: Authorities would be 
told that Liddy received only 
$150,000 which was spent on le­ 
gal projects in the intelligence 
field. 
“ My primary contacts on the 
story were Mr. Dean and Mr. 
Mitchell,” Magruder said. 
Magruder said he lied to FBI 
agents and, on Aug. 16, under 
oath to a grand jury. 
Lt. Gen. Vernon A. Walters, 
deputy director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency at the time 
of the break-in, recalled being 
summoned to Dean’s office on 
June 26: 
“He asked whether there was 
not some way in which the

agency might have been in­ 
volved.” Walters said thre 
was no way. 
Dean “seemeddisappointed,” 
Walters said. 
The next two days brought 
more calls from Dean with sug­ 
gestions that the CIA use cov­ 
ert funds to put up bail for the 
Watergate defendants and also 
pay their salaries while they 
were in jail, Walters said. 
Walters refused to let the 
agency become involved, he 
said, and when he threatened to 
resign Dean backed off. 
The next day, former Com­ 
merce Secretary Maurice H. 
Stans told the Senate com­ 
mittee, Herbert Kalmbach, the 
President’s personal attorney 
came to him on “an urgent 
White House project” to solicit 
cash. 
Stans said Kalmbach’s law­ 
yer later told him it was Dean 
who initiated the fund-raising 
mission. 
Within the White House, ac­ 
cording to Haldeman and John 
D. Ehrlichman, Dean was sup­ 
posed to be keeping track of 
Watergate developments. 
“ He reported or informed me 
periodically of factors relating 
to the Watergate matter,” said 
Haldeman. 
Were any of these written re­ 
ports? 
“ Not to my knowledge,” said 


Haldeman. 
At a news conference, Aug. 
29, President Nixon said Dean 
“has conducted a complete in­ 
vestigation of all leads which 
might 
involve 
any 
present 
members of the White House 
staff or anybody in the govern­ 
ment. 
~“ I can say categorically that 
his investigation indicates that 
no one in the White House staff, 
no one in this administration, 
presently employed, was in­ 
volved in this very bizarre in­ 
cident.” 
In January, the Watergate 
trial opened. Five defendants 
pleaded guilty, but Liddy and 
Jam es W. McCord Jr., former 
re-election committee security 
director, maintained their in­ 
nocence. 
John J . Caulfield, a former 
New York policeman, told the 
Senate committee that on Jan. 
13 Dean told him to impress on 
McCord there was an offer of 
executive 
clemency 
“which 
comes from the very highest 
levels of the White House.” 
According 
to 
Haldeman, 
“Starting the latter part of 
January, the President met 
directly with John Dean and I 
was not in those meetings so I 
cannot report on the content of 
them except that I know they 
were related to Watergate.”

The former presidential coun­ 
sel already had begun bidding 
with prosecutors to trade what 
he knew for immunity from 
prosecution. 
So far, the prosecutors have 
insisted that he plead guilty to 
a single count of conspiracy to 
obstruct justice. 
Starting Tuesday, Dean will 
offer his testimony, not to the 
federal grand jury, as the pros­ 
ecutors wanted, but to the Sen­ 
ate committee and a nation­ 
wide audience.

Weiskopf, Schlee and the oth­ 
ers made their pitch, but at the 
end of the day it was J ohn Mil­ 
ler who stood on the v ictory 
rostrum with the $35,000 win­ 
ner’s check and the prospect of 
turning it into a million in the 
nex t 12 months. 
He did it by shooting an Open 
record-6 3 ov er a course that 
has broken the spirits of some 
of the greatest figures in golf. 
He did it by spewing out bird­ 
ies in clusters—four in a row to 
start the round—and four more 
in the space of fiv e holes on the 
incoming nine.

was so fierce that it bu rned off 
all of the challengers. 
Miller won with 2 79 , a stroke 
ahead of Schlee, whose chip 
from the fringe on the final 
green missed by an inch and a 
half from forcing a play off, and 
two ahead of Weiskopf at 2 8 1. 
Palmer, after his early charge, 
fell back into a tie with defend­ 
ing champion Jack Nicklau s 
and two-time winner Lee Tre­ 
v ino with 2 8 2 . 
Miller was planning to caddie 
at Oly mpic in 1966 before he 
q u alified. He play ed instead, 
was in contention all the way 
and finished eighth. He missed 
the cu t in 19 67, didn’t q u alify in 
19 68 . He play ed the nex t three 
y ears, finishing 30th, fifth and 
sev enth, respectiv ely . 
He’s the first former U.S. 
ju nior champion to win the 
Open. He has won two tou rna­ 


ments bu t nev er before this 
y ear had he attained the $100,- 
000 mark in earnings. He now 
has approx imately $114,000.

McLean normally reports to 
the stewards immediately after 
a race when his clocking does 
not agree with the au tomatic 
timer, bu t there was no ex ­ 
planation of why he failed to do 
so in this instance.
